At Kansas City on Thursday night 


of last week William Jennings Bryan, 
of Nebraska, was unanimously placed 
in nomination as the Democratic can- 
didate for president of the United 
States on a platform opposing imperi- 
alism, 
militarism and trusts and 


specifically declaring for the free coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of sixteen to 
one. When the call of states began, 
for the purpose of placing candidates 
in nomination, Alabama yielded its 
place at the Lead of the list to Ne- 
braska and Attorney General Willis 
D. Oldham made his way to the plat- 
form for the initial speech placing Mr. 
Bryan in nomination for president. 
The orator was strong-voiced and en- 
tertaining, yet to the waiting dele- 
gates and spectators there was but one 
point to his speech and that was the 
stirring peroration which closed with 
the name of William Jennings Bryan. 
This was the signal for the demonstra- 
tion of the day and in a common pur- 
pose the great concourse joined in a 
tribute of enthusiastic devotion to the 
party leader. 


When the demonstration had spent 


itself the speeches seconding the nom- 
ination of Mr. Bryan were in order. 
Senator White spoke for California, 
giving the tribute of the Pacific coast 
to the Nebraska candidate. When 
Colorado was reached that state yield- 
ed to Senator Hill, of New York. The 
audience had anxiously awaited the 
appearance of the distinguished New 
Yorker and as he took the platform he 
was accorded a splendid reception, the 
audience rising and cheering wildly. 


Mr. Hill was in fine voice and his 


tribute to the Nebraskan touched a 
sympathetic chord in the hearts of the 
audience. He pictured Bryan as the 
champion of the pi lin people and the 
workingmen, strong with the masses, 
with the farmer and with the artisan. 
When Hill declared, with dramatic 
emphasis, that tne candidate would 
have 
the 
support of his party—a 


united party—there was a tremendous 
applause at the suggestion of Demo- 
cratic 
unity. 
Former 
Governor 


Paulson, of Pennsylvania, spoke for 
his state and many other seconding 
speeches followed. 


Then came the voting. State after 


state recorded its vote in behalf ol

Bryan and it was a unanimous vote. 
Next to the demonstration for the 
party candidate, that greeting the an- 
nouncement in the platform that im- 
perialism was to be the paramount 
issue of this campaign was the most 
spontaneous and significant of the day. 


STEVEXSOX XO.MIXATED. 


The Democratic national ticket was 


completed on Friday by the nomination 
ol Adlai Ewing Stevenson, of Illinois, 
for vice president. 
The nomination 


was made on the first ballot, state 
after state joining in the wild scram- 
ble to record tbeir support of the win- 
ning candidate. 


On the call for nominations Alabama 


yielded to Minnesota and the latter 
state held up its young champion of 
Silver Republicanism and Democracy 
—Charles A. Towne. The mention ol 
his name was the signal for a flatter- 
ing demonstration in his honor, nien 
and women joining in the outburst. 
For ten minutes the demonstration to 
Towne lasted. 
Meantime attention 


was being directed to an excited group, 
massed in front of the Xew York dele- 
gation, with Hill as the vortex of a 
struggling throng of delegates. 
They 


pressed forward from all quarters of 
the hall, urging him to permit his 
name to be placed before the conven- 
tion. 
While the pleadings continued 


the call of Delaware was heard above 
the roar and Delaware yielded her 
place to New York. At this Senator 
Grady, the silver-tongued orator of 
New York, pushed through the dense- 
ly packed aisles up to tne platform. 


••In behalf of the united Democracy 


of New York," shouted Grady, "I 
present, as a candidate for vice presi- 
dent, the name of David Bennett Hill." 
The effect was electrical and a tidal 
wave of enthusiastic approval swept 
over the convention. Flags and stand- 
ards were mingled in triumphant pro- 
cession, while a roar as from Niagara 
pulsated through the great structure. 
When the demonstration had su bsided 
Grady completed his speecn, placing 
Hill before the convention. But as he 
stepped from the platform the man 
who had just been placed in nomina- 
tion took his place. When he could 
be heard Hill made due acknowledg- 
ment of the honor done him. "But 1 
cannot, 1 must not be the nominee of 
this convention," he declared with ex- 
plosive emphasis. 
It was apparent 


lhat, with Hill out ol the way, Steven- 
son was a strong favorite. 


State after state seconded his nomi- 


nation—Georgia, Indiana, 
Virginia, 


Swa, Kentucky and Illinois. A num- 


r ol lavorite sons also were placed 


nomination, Maryland 
bringing 


forward Governor John W. Smith; 
Washington naming James H. Lewis; 
North Carolina nominating Col Julian 
Carr and Ohio presenting the name of 
A W. Patrick. It was alter 2 o'clock 
when the seconding speeches were 
concluded and the balloting began. 
The vote was followed with intense 
interest.for, when Alabama announced 
3 for Stevenson and 19 for Hill, it 
looked a= if a close and exciting con- 
test was to occur. But it was soon 
evident that Stevenson had a strong 


B At the close of the call he had 559K 
votes, which, however, were not enough 
to nominate, the requisite two-thirds 
beine 624. Hill had received 200 votes 
and Towne 39X, Patrick 45 (Ohio's 
vote), Carr 23, Smith 1C, Hogg 1 and 
Danlorth 1. But.before the announce- 
ment of the result, a strong-lunged 
delegate from Tennessee stood on his 
chair and announced: 
"Tennessee 


changes her twenty-four votes from 
Hill to Stevenson." 
That started the tide irresistibly 


toward Stevenson. From every quar- 
ter of the hall came demands for recog- 
nition. Alabama changed to Steven- 
son. California did the same. North 
Carolina changed from Carr to Steven- 
son. Even New York finally and re- 
luctantly announced its change from 
Hill to Stevenson. 
That ended it. 


Stevenson's nomination was assured, 
although for some time longer the 
various states continued to report 
their changes Irotn Towne and other 
candidates to Stevenson. In the end 
the nomination was made unanimous. 
Its announcement was greeted with 
enthusiastic approval and again the 
standards and banners were borne 
•boat the building in honor of the 


nominee. 


HON, EDWARD SCULL. 


Death of a Former Congressman From Thin 


District. 


Hon. 
Edward Scull died at his home 


in Somerset Tuesday morning after an 
illness of three years and a few 
months. 
In February, 1897, be lost 


control of his limbs and had not been 
able to walk since then. Mr. Scull was 
born in Pittsburg on February 18,1818, 
and was a son of John I. Scull. He was 
one of a family of three boys and a 
girl and is the last to pass away. Mr. 
Scull read law in Westmoreland county 
with Senator Edgar Cowan and in 1344 
he was admitted to the bar. 
Two 


years later he went to Somerset and 
established the WMy and conducted it 
until 1S53, when it was consolidated 
with the Somerset Bcndd, established 
in 1S37. Mr. Scull also practised law 
in Somerset county and in point of years 
o£ membership was the oldest member 
of the bar in that county. Early in 
the 50's Mr. Scull served a term as pro- 
thonotary of Somerset county. Later 
President Lincoln appointed him col- 
lector and assessor of internal revenue 
in a district composed of seven or eight 
counties. He was relieved by Presi- 
dent Johnson, but re-appointed when 
General Grant became president. Mr. 
Scull served about eighteen years in 
this capacity. Mr. Scull was a mem- 
ber of the Fiftieth, Fifty-first and 
Fifty-second congresses. He succeeded 


Gen. Jacob M. Campbell, defeating H. 
D. Tate, of Bedford, in 1880 
In 1883 


he defeated Thomas H. Greevy, of Al- 
toona, and in 1S90 Mr. Greevy was 
afrain his opponent. After this elec- 
tion Mr. Greevy contested the seat 
of Mr. Scull, but lost his case. In 1818 
the subject of this sketch was married, 
in Somerset, to Louisa Ogle, daughter 
of Gen. Alexander Ogle. She survives 
him,

The daily quota ol startling and con- 


flicting reports continues to come from 
China. During the week the despatches 
stated that the streets ol one ol the cities 
were crimsoned with the blood of mur- 
dered Christians; the emperor and the 
empress dowager,who were,itis report- 
ed, forced to take poison by Prince 
Tuan,leader of the "Boxers'," are alive 
and the latter ascended the throne on 
June 30; Prince Ching is opposing 
Tnan and protecting the foreigners; 
a bloody battle took place between the 
allies and the fanatics, in which the 
latter were repulsed by a brilliant bay- 
onet charge and lost 2,000 men; the 
foreigners' loss was heavy; the food 
supply is short. Latest authentic re- 
ports show that all the foreigners in 
Pekin took refuge in the British lega- 
tion when the others were burned. 
The combined forces of marines, sailors 
and legation guards, with machine

The occurrence 
s rare, but is nevertheless lognl for the 
master of tlie ship for which a pass 
alls to refuse to permit the holder to 
card his ship.

asses are issued by the collector of 
he port and 11111-1 be countersigned by 
he surveyor.

unauthorized person may not get on 
joarcl au incoming craft in advance of 
:he customs olh'cials the following is 
attached to every pass that is issued 
tor the revenue cutter: 


''This permission is understood to be 


subject to the assent ot the master o: 
the steamship anil of the health officei 
as guardian of the public health, am 
boarding is strictly forbidden until aft 
er the customs officers are In charge 
according to the following extract from 
the passenger act, 1SS2: 


'Section 9. That it shall not be law 


ful for the master of any (such) steam 
ship or other vessel not in distress aft 
er the arrival of the vessel within any 
collection district of the United State 
to allow any person or persons except a 
pilot, officer of the customs or health 
officer, agents of the vessel and consul 
to come on board of the vessel or tc 
leave the vessel until the vessel ha 
been taken in charge by fin officer o 
the customs nor after charge so taken 
without leave of such officer until al 
the passengers, with their baggage 
have been duly landed from the ves 
sel.'" 


TVhen the revenue cutter pass system 


was originally introduced, nobody in 
the government employ seems to know 
In the old days it was tlie custom t 
meet relatives and friends back trom 
an ocean trip ou the pier heads. Th 
revenue cutter pass is a simple piece o 
paper in itself, but Is the study o 
many years- and countless number o 
practical ollicials. The manner in whic: 
it is obtained, the demands made upo: 
its holder, the restrictions as to Its us 
and its composition in cvety way ar 
the result of Innumerable revisions o 
passes that have preceded it during th 
last -0 years, and ft now omits nothin 
that will protect Uncle Sam, as it real!; 
should do. 


A few years ago it was possible to 


all sorts ol idlers to gain admission t 
a pier while the passengers of a shi 
from foreign parts were landiug. Thi 
had been the practice for some years 
and tlie steamship gateman had th 
sole and exclusive right of deciclin 
who should enter. 
It was suppose 


and frequently discovered In iudividun 
cases that dutiable goods were secret! 
passed to these t'rieiuN who eame-dow 
to "welcome tlie bomeconier. 


As a couseriueuee the inability to ge 


a revenue cutter pass rhd not mak 
much material difference, the dock at 
fording full scope for any desired wor 
in a dishonest way. To protect th 
purposes of the cutter passes and 
place a further barrier around illega 
practices tlie treasury department re 
cently made a new rule that admissio 
to a pier during the clocking of an in 
coming steamer could be obtained b 
card only. This admission ticket, lik 
the revenue cutter passes, is not trans 
ferable and must bear the name of th 
holder, the signature1 of the stoamshi 
company and the indorsement of th 
t'Ollcctor of tile port. The porfectio 
of the cutter pass system as to trunsfe 
may be appreciated when it is state 
that the beneficial.v of the pass mus 
alflx his name to the pass on reccivln 
It at tlie custom house and again whe 
he boards the cutter at the Battery 
This eliminates all chance of the pas 
being transferred. 
Transfers hav 


been illegally made, but the holder, be 
iDg unable to furnish the same slgna 
lure as that supplied at the custo: 
house, was compelled to leave the cu 
ter, and the pass was taken up.—No 
York Mail and Express.

Blld corpulency a .lapunese dinner is a 
tedious er.iiericiHv. e. in dully when 
lie's used to business lunches and the 
like. 
But it is worth trial and dis- 


comfiture if cue is fortunate enough 
to be the guest of a rich man, for in 
Japan hospitality is one of the cardinal 
virtues. 


Western customs and usages have 


found their way into many homes of 
the 
wealthy, whose 
dinners and 


hmchos are the counterpart of those 
with which we are all familiar. But a 
real Japanese dinner, including chop- 
sticks, lacquer trays and tiny cups, is 
a thing never lo be forgotten. 


Japanese houses are made up of slid- 


ing screens Instead of our solid parti- 
tions and in summer are all lettopen, so 
that, seated at dinner, one looks out 
over the gardens, seeing the lights of 
this city In the distance, and the scent 
of a thousand flowers blows in with 
every breath of air. 


The guests remove their shoes on 


entering the house and, except when 
provided with a pair of cotton over- 
shoes, must spend the evening in 
stocking feet unless happily the host 
has an extra pair. The wife of a Jap- 
anese gentleman docs not preside at 
his table unless there are ladies In the 
party, but appears with the tea and 
sweetmeats, which always precede a 
dinner, as do onr cocktails and sherry, 
etc. She merely greets the guests and 
appears agnln only when the goodbys 
are said. 


Silken cushions are scattered about 


the floor and the guesls are arranged 
according to rank, for the Japanese 
are, of coiu'se, great sticklers for form 
and ceremony. Little tables, some six 
Inches high, lire placed before each one 
and barefooted waiting maids in grace- 
ful and prettily tinted kimonos bring 
in lacqncr trays with several tiny cov- 
ered bowls. 


Before leaving the trays 
on the 


tables they set them on the floor, and. 
dropping on their knees, make their 
best bow, touching Ihelr foreheads to 
the floor. Chopsticks take the place 
of knives and forks; but, unlike our 
weapons of attack, are made of wood. 
They are never used twice, unless fam- 
ily heirlooms, when they are of carved 
Ivory of the most exquisite workman- 
ship, as are also the lacquer trays, 
bowls and cups. 
: 


The host sets an example by remov- 


ing the covers from the tiny bowls, and 
the guest, doing likewise, finds an as- 
sortment of food quite new and gen- 
erally most distasteful. Mustering up 
much skill one attempts getting the 
food on chopsticks from the tables to 
one's month. The first few times most 
of It falls on the floor or ou one's lap. 
The wretched sticks wabble and cross 
each other as if focused. 
When al- 


most desperate, the good host Is apt 
to come lo the rescue by suggesting 
lifting the bowls, and, with the aid of a 
chopstick, shoveling the food in, as 
one would potatoes into a barrel. 


In each course there are half a dozen 


dishes, and tlie host tells what they 
are. 
First, suimouo, a bean sonp; 


kuchitori, chestnuts boiled and crushed 
Into a mush: kamaboko, fish picked 
fine and rolled Into little balls and bak- 
ed; sashimi, raw lish cut iuto thin 
slices and covered will) ice. This is 
dipped into rich sauce called soy, and 
Is really very good. 
Little cups of 


warm sake, the native brandy made of 
rice, are served with each course. Nap- 
kins and bread are unknown quan- 
tities. 


The second course is a small fish 


boiled whole. One has a chance here 
to get in somo fine play with the chop- 
sticks—iimani, bits of fowl boiled with 
potatoes or lotus roots, a salad of on- 
ions, peas and siring beans, with a few 
leaves of lettuce: sunomono. sea snails 
served with eggplant mashed, and clia- 
maji inushi. a thick soup made of fish 
and vegetables, with mushrooms for a 
relish. 


The third course is a curry of rice 


and picked vegetables, and for a fourth 
and final course you have sobo, a sort 
of buckwheat vermicelli served with 
soy and a sweet liquor called mirin; 
shiruko, rice cakes, seaweed- and con- 
fectionery of all sorts, which are very 
sweet and tasteless. 


Durmg the dinner each guest rises 


and proposes the health of the host and 
one other guest until tlie whole party is 
disposed of. 
This custom Is rather 


hard on the guests, for sake Is flery 
stuff and goes to one's head more 
quickly than our own brandy. 
To 


make matters worse, after one has 
drunk the health of all the company It 
is customary to drink the health of the 
waitresses, who bow their foreheads to 
the floor in acknowledgment 


At the close of a dinner the tabako 


bon, a tray holding a hibachl with live 
coals in a cone of ashes and a section 
of bamboo for an ash receiver, is put 
before each guest, and cigars and ciga- 
rettes are passed around. When all Is 
over, one feels very hungry, stiff In the 
Joints and, If the dinner has been a 
large one, very much in need of a stim- 
ulant—Boston Transcript 


. Admiralty Wealc on Geography. 


During the Boer war of 1880 the ad- 


miralty was hopelessly Ignorant of the 
geography of South Africa. 


The admiral In charge of the fleet at 


Cape Town received strict orders that 
he was not on any account to bombard 
the town of Potchefstroom. Now, as 
Potchefstroom Is a good many hun- 
dred miles from the seacoast and lies 
on the Mool river, which is barely 200 
yards across and dry for three parts 
'of the year, this order was superflu- 
ous. 


During the same period the fleet was 


at Port Elizabeth, and the admiral 
headed dispatches to the 
admiralty 


from that seaport. 
By the next mall 


he again sent dispatches, but happened 
to head them Algoa bay. 


The admiralty cabled out asking him 


what business he had to change the 
location of the fleet without instruc- 
tions, sublimely ignorant of the fact 
that Port Elizabeth and Algoa bay are 
one and the same place. 


By the way, the names Algoa bay 


and Delagoa bay are derived from the 
outward and homeward voyages of the 
old East Incliameu who, on tbelr voy- 
ages to Goa, In India, were wont to 
call at Port Elizabeth on the outward 
voyage and at Lourenco JIarques on 
the homeward voyage. 
Hence 
the 


names Algoa (to Goa) and Delagoa 
(from Goa).—Stray Stories.

instituted among men derive their just pow 
ers from the consent of the governed that 
any government not based upon the consent 
of the governed is a tyranny and that to 
impose on any people a government of force 
is to substitute the methods of imperialism

We hold that the 


constitution follows the Hag and denounce 
the doctrine that an executive or congress 
deriving their existence and their powers

authority beyond it or m violation of it 
We 


assert that no nation can long endure half republic and half empire and we 
warn the American people that imperial sm abroad will lead quickly and 
inevitably to despotism at home 
Believing in these fundamental principles 


we denounce the Porto Rico law enacted by a R»pubhcan congress against 
the protest and opposition of the Democratic minority, as a bold and open 
violation of the nation's organic law and a flagrant breach of the national 
good will 


Government of Porto Rico. 


It imposes upon the people of Porto Rico a government without their con 


sent and taxation without lepresentation 
It dishonors the American people 


by repudiating a solemn pledge made in their behalf by the commanding 
general of our army, which the Porto Ricans welcomed to a peaceful and un 
resisted occupation of their land 
It doomed to poverty and distress a people 


whose helplessness appeals with peculiar force to our justice and magnanimity 
In this the first act of its imperialistic programme, the Republ can party 
seeks to commit the United btates to a colonial policy, inconsistent with Re 
publican institutions and condemned by the supreme court in numerous de 
cisions 


We demand the prompt and honest fulfilment of our pledge to the Cuban

publican administration attempts to justify it with the plea that it will pay, 
but even this sordid and unworthy plea fails when brought to the test of facts 
The war of criminal aggiession against the Filipinos entailing an annual ex 
pense of many millions has already cost more than any possible profit that 
could acciue from the entire Philippine trade for years to come
